Saint Dems: hee cauſed all the Peſans to riſe by 
the reporte of his menthar were priſoners, to kill al 
them that ſhould flee: he commandedallthe nobi- 
licic of Franceto be ſlaine withour ſparing any : he 
orderedalſo meanesto kilthe King,in which God 
hath changed his purpoſe. There weretakenin the 
place of the battaile toure Cannonsand other ſmall 
peeccs, all his baggage , powder and munition, 
a great numberof Charriots and horſes of the Ret- 
ſters Germainesand wallons : in briefe, the Peſants 
are by that meanes rich, agreatnnmber of the ſol- 
dicrs wetedrowned. The Barricado of Dewery,was 
afrer taken by the Kings ſide, and mahy menſlaine 
there. Inche battaile were ſlaine not paſt r500. but 
inthe purſuite of cheflight wasthe greatflaughter. 
The contuſion was ſo great, thatthe' baggage of 
Menſwur the Prince of Conte were carried away by 
rhe encmic flecingrto Vernone,but afterwards were 
 recoucred.
